Convention  was  declared  an  un- 
paralelled  success.  The  week 
long  event  boasted  650  bourse 
dealers.  Registered  visitors  to 
the  convention  fell  somewhat  shy 
of  the  200,000  estimate  with  only 
168,903  people  signing  in  at  the 
registration  booth  of  the  newly 
completed  Iola  Hilton  Hotel. 

A special  side-line  treat  of 
conventioneers  was  a special  tour 
of  the  new  8,000,000  square  foot 
Krause  Publications  complex. 

The  Iola  Zoo  also  proved  to 
be  a popular  stop  for  convention 
participants.  The  Iola  Zoo  is 
well  known  for  its  avirey  which 
features  many  rare  foul.  Among 
them  the  Red-Winged  Black  Bird  & 
the  all  but  extinct  North  Ameri- 
can Crow.  The  Iola  Zoo  also 
boasts  the  largest  heard  of  White 
Tailed  Deer  in  the  world. ....  six! 

N.O.W.  News  Editor  Gerald 
Johnson  III  reported  that  as  of 
next  year,  the  monthly  journal 
will  be  bound  in  hard  cover.  He 
explained  that  this  move  was  pos- 
sible with  the  revenues  which 
were  being  collected  from  the 
100,000  plus  dues-paying  members. 

N.O.W.  Secretary  Rollie  Fin- 
ner  IV  reported  that  the  winners 
for  the  four  Board  of  Governors 
seats  were  captured  by  Samuel  F. 
Voecks,  J0J0  Jones,  Terra  Belle 
Mishler  and  A.P.  (Del)  Bertschy, 
who  recently  celebrated  his  114th 
birthday. 

Sixty-eight  scholarship  re- 
cipients to  the  A.N.A.  summer 
seminar  were  named  by  the  W.Y.N. 
committee . 

In  other  business  matters, 
the  2011  convention  was  awarded 
to  the  Omro  Numismatic  Society. 


It  was  decided  to  approach  the 
Numismatic  Club  of  Iron  Ridge  in 
an  effort  to  have  the  2012  meet 
in  the  Milwaukee  suberbs. 

The  NOW  auction  drew  nearly 
50,000  bidders.  Competition  on 
the  floor  was  keen  with  special 
emphasis  on  ancient  coins.  In 
that  category,  an  about  good  to 

food  1799  Bust  Dollar  brought 
2,100  over  its  $45,000  estimate. 
Other  highlights  in  the  ancient 
section  included  a British  cart- 
wheel penny  with  a readible  date 
fetching  only  $925.00  just  over 
the  bullion  value.  An  unretouch- 
ed photo  of  an  1804  Dollar  was 
bid  to  $7,200  and  the  hole  from 
an  1807  Quarter  Eagle  fetched 
$943.00  in  spirited  bidding. 

In  the  medieval  section,  a 
Half-Dime  with  arrows  1853  in  AU 
led  the  pace  with  an  $88,000  bid. 
Other  notables  in  this  section 
included  an  1859  Canadian  Cent  in 
Fine  which  was  knocked  down  at 
$1635.00  and  an  I883  CC  Dollar  in 
the  original  GSA  case  at  $9,000. 

Modern  coins  showed  great 
strength  with  a hairlined  proof 
40$  silver  Bi-Centennial  Ike 
bringing  $5,272.00.  An  original 
roll  of  1964  Peace  Dollars  was 
sold  for  $362,000.  A 1983  D cent 
roll  brought  $4,132.00. 

Error  collectors  were  there 
in  force  to  bid  on  the  ultra  rare 
$100.00  Federal  Reserve  Note 
which  was  printed  over  the  new 
card-board  dollar  planchet.  It 
sold  at  an  amasing  $419,000.00. 

A complete  set  of  Wisconsin 
trap-tags  brought  $8,482.00  and 
a 1974  N.O.W.  medal  in  bronze 
fetched  $1,025.00. 

Grand-daddy  of  the  auction 
was  the  seldom  seen  1927  St.  Gaud 
ens  Double  Eagle.  The  coin  was 
sold  for  $652,000.00. 
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BOY  SCOUT  MERIT  BADGE  FOR 
COIN  COLLECTING!

Back  in  January,  1972  an  arti- 
cle of  mine  appeared  in  COINage 
Magazine  which  had  to  do  with  the 
Boy  Scout  merit  badge  for  "Coin 
Collecting. " 

The  original  assignment  had  to 
do  with  the  badge  requirements 
and  how  many  badges  were  being 
picked  up  each  year  as  well  as 
how  to  help  a Scout  gain  the 
merit  badge. 

After  getting  one  of  the  book- 
lets and  reviewing  all  of  the  re- 
quirements for  the  badge  we  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  arti- 
cle ought  to  make  suggestions  as 
to  revisions  that  should  be  made 
as  well  as  the  rest  of  the  assign 
ment.  We  suggested  that  tokens, 
medals  and  paper  money  be  includ- 
ed with  coins. 

The  article  created  a little 
mail  with  one  letter  from  Boy 
Scouts  of  America  which  stated 
that  the  article  would  be  in- 
cluded in  their  file  for  use 
when  the  badge  revisions  were 
made . 

Ken  Hallenbeck  a member  of  the 
board  of  governors  of  the  ANA  was 
given  the  revision  assignment 
when  the  ANA  - at  the  time  under 
the  guidance  of  Adna  Wilde  - took 
over  the  task  of  revision.  Ed 
Rochette  also  became  involved 
when  he  took  over  as  executive 
director  of  the  ANA.  Hallenbeck 
made  the  revisions  for  the  new 
booklet  and  Ken  Bressett  the  Man- 
ager of  Whitman  Coin  Products 
completed  the  rewrite. 

Acknowledgements  in  the  book 
in  alphabetical  order  are  Joel 
Anderson,  myself,  Henry  Grunthal 
of  the  American  Numismatic  Socie- 


ty, Edward  Hoffman  and  Neil  Sha 
fer,  (also  on  the  Whitman  staff). 

All  of  us  were  interested  in 
the  revisions  and  to  get  the  mer- 
it badge  back  in  tune  with  col- 
lector interests.  The  Scouts  re- 
ceive about  20,000  of  the  "Coin 
Collecting"  merit  badges  each 
year  and  from  that  group  the  hob- 
by ought  to  make  some  life  long 
collectors  - more  so  with  the  new 
requirements. 

The  new  requirements  allow  a 
Scout  to  take  his  choice  of  two 
items  from  six  suggested  in  step 
4 of  the  badge  requirements.  New 
ideas  are  to  "collect,  classify, 
describe  and  mount  10  medals,  to- 
kens or  combination  of  both."  The 
other  new  idea  is  to  "show  the 
location  of  and  explain  the  in- 
formation found  on  a piece  of  US 
paper  money. 

The  most  interesting  part  a- 
bout  the  new  revisions  is  the 
fact  that  several  NOW  members 
were  involved  with  the  project. 
Active  participation  in  the  hob- 
by can  also  be  very  quiet  with 
end  results  noted  several  years 
after  the  ideas  are  suggested. 

It  is  my  feeling  that  the  new 
requirements  now  give  a Scout  a 
better  insight  into  the  hobby  and 
we  hope  more  enjoyment  as  he 
tries  to  gain  his  merit  badge  on 
"Coin  Collecting."

other  states,  and  to  encourage  and  assist  new  collectors 
and  coin  clubs.  All  resources  shall  be  used  to  further 
the  above  objectives. 

Membership . 

Any  person  18  years  of  age  or  older  may  become  a regular 
member  of  this  organization  upon  the  recommendation  of 
another  member  and  with  the  executive  board's  consent. 

Any  regular  member  is  eligible  to  apply  for  and  obtain  a 
life  membership  following  one  year  continuous  membership. 
Any  junior  aged  11-18  may  become  a junior  member  of  NOW's 
Wisconsin  Young  Numismatists  affiliate  branch  upon  the 
recommendation  of  any  junior  or  regular  member  and  the  WYN 
committee,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  NOW  executive  board 
Any  member  can  be  expelled  for  just  cause,  upon  written 
complaint.  The  executive  board  shall  pass  upon  the  matter 
after  due  hearing. 

No  member  shall  receive  direct  monetary  benefit  from  the 
organization's  assets  or  functions.  In  the  event  the 
organization  is  disbanded,  all  assets  shall  be  turned  over 
to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  for  furthering  their  numis- 
matic endeavors. 

Officers . 

The  elective  officers  of  this  organization  shall  be  as 
follows:  president,  vice-president  and  12  governors. 

The  executive  board  shall  consist  of  the  president,  vice- 
president,  immediate  past  president,  NOW  News  editor, 
secretary- treasurer  and  12  governors. 

Terms  of  Office  and  Voting  Rights. 

The  terms  of  office  shall  be  two  years  for  all  elected 
officers  except  governors,  whose  terms  of  office  shall  be 
three  years  and  staggered. 

The  president  shall  appoint  a secretary-treasurer , NOW 
News  editor  and  curator-historian  to  terms  coincident  with 
his  administration. 

No  person  shall  hold  the  executive  offices  of  president  or 
vice-president  for  more  than  two  successive  terms,  but  may 
be  elected  to  another  office  in  a succeeding  term. 

Any  person  holding  more  than  one  executive  board  post  is 
prohibited  from  casting  more  than  one  vote  on  any  question 
An  unexpired  vacancy  on  the  executive  board  shall  be 
filled  by  presidential  appointment.

BY-LAWS 

Election  and  Installation  of  Officers. 

1.  Each  year  in  the  last  issue  of  NOW  News  the  president  will 
issue  a call  to  the  membership  for  nominations  for  the 
election  of  officers  for  the  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin. 

2.  No  member  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as  president  or 
vice-president  unless  he  shall  have  been  a member  of  the 
executive  board  for  a minimum  of  one  year  and  of  NOW  for 
a minimum  of  three  years.  Candidates  for  governor  must 
have  been  a member  of  NOW  for  a minimum  of  one  year.  Nomi- 
nations may  be  made  by  any  regular  member.  No  member  may 
nominate  himself. 

3.  No  nominee  may  accept  a nomination  for  more  than  one  elec- 
tive office  in  any  one  election.  Nominee  must  be  notified 
by  the  secretary  in  writing  no  later  than  March  3 by  cer- 
tified letter  and  indicate  his  acceptance  in  writing  to 
the  secretary  by  March  25.  If  the  secretary  does  not 
receive  a letter  of  acceptance  from  the  nominee  prior  to 
the  prescribed  deadline  the  nomination  is  voided. 

4.  All  nominations  shall  close  on'  March  1.  The  secretary 
shall  submit  the  names  of  all  nominees  to  the  election 
committee  within  25  days  of  the  closing  date. 

5.  The  election  committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  members 
appointed  by  the  president,  none  of  whom  may  be  a candi- 
date for  an  office.  Each  member  must  be  a resident  of  a 
different  city.  Duties:  Pass  on  eligibility  of  nominees 
and  count  the  ballots  at  the  annual  show. 

6.  The  secretary  shall  cause  the  names  of  all  eligible  nomi- 
nees who  have  so  accepted  to  be  printed  on  the  official 
ballot  and  published  in  the  pre-convention  issue  of  NOW 
News  (at  least  30  days  prior  to  the  annual  show) . 

7.  Voting  shall  be  by  mail  only  on  ballots  distributed  by  the 
secretary  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  prior  to  the  annual 
convention.  Ballots  may  be  sent  to  paid  up  members  only. 

8.  The  secretary,  or  another  person  designated  by  the  pres- 
ident who  is  not  standing  for  election  in  the  event  the 
secretary  is,  shall  retain  all  sealed  ballots  unopened, 
and  on  the  first  day  of  the  convention  shall  deliver  said 
ballots  to  the  election  committee. 

9.  The  election  committee  shall  cause  all  ballots,  all  enve- 
lopes and  a report  of  the  votes  for  each  candidate  to  be 
delivered  to  the  president  and  secretary  promptly  follow- 
ing the  tabulation. 

10.  The  candidate  or  candidates  receiving  the  largest  number 
of  votes  for  the  respective  offices  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected,  provided,  however,  that  not  more  than  two  candi- 
dates residing  in  any  one  city  may  be  elected  as  governors.

In  the  event  of  a tie,  the  executive  board,  as  a unit, 
shall  cast  the  tie-breaking  vote. 

The  president  will  announce  the  results  of  the  election 
at  the  NOW  annual  meeting  and  they  shall  be  reported  in 
the  next  issue  of  NOW  News. 

New  officers  and  governors  shall  assume  office  following 
the  close  of  the  last  business  session  of  the  convention. 

Duties  of  the  Officers. 

The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  in  his 
absence  the  duty  shall  fall  upon  the  vice-president,  past 
president  or  senior  governor  (first  as  to  years  served  as 
governor  and  second  as  to  age) . The  president  or  presid- 
ing officer  can  not  vote  on  any  issue,  except  in  the  case 
of  a tie.  The  president  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of 
all  committees. 

The  secretary- treasurer  shall  keep  a written  record  or 
all  transactions  of  the  organization,  including  a written 
report  of  all  meetings,  and  shall  collect  and  disburse 
all  monies,  keeping  an  accurate  account  of  all  such  trans- 
actions and  monies  of  the  organization. 

The  curator-historian  shall  maintain  a historical  record 
of  the  organization's  activities  and  preserve  examples  of 
such  artifacts  as  are  produced  in  its  name. 

The  NOW  News  editor  shall  be  responsible  for  the  regular 
production  of  the  organization  journal  as  prescribed  by 
the  executive  board. 

The  executive  board  may  conduct  any  and  all  business  not 
specifically  reserved  for  membership  action. 

At  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  office,  all  officers 
shall  deliver  to  their  successor  all  books,  papers,  money 
and  other  property  of  the  organization  which  is  in  their 
possession . 

The  incoming  president  shall  appoint  a three  member  audit- 
ing committee,  none  of  whom  may  be  incoming  or  outgoing 
members  of  the  board  or  appointed  officers,  to  audit  the 
financial  and  other  records  of  the  previous  administration. 

Dues . 

The  dues  for  regular  membership  shall  be  two  dollars  ($2) 
per  calendar  year,  payable  in  advance. 

The  dues  for  life  membership,  payable  in  a single  install- 
ment, shall  be  20  times  the  prevailing  annual  dues  for  a 
regular  membership. 

Junior  members  aged  11-18  will  be  admitted  to  NOW's  Wis- 
consin Young  Numismatists  affiliate  branch  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  annual  dues  of  one  dollar  ($1) . 

New  applicants  filing  for  regular  membership  before  May  1 
pay  full  year  dues.  Those  filing  May  1st  and  later  pay 
only  one  dollar  ($1)  for  the  balance  of  the  year. 

Application  and  Acceptance  to  Membership. 

Applications  for  membership  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary 
on  a form  furnished  by  him.  Each  applicant  shall  be  recom- 
mended by  a regular  member  of  the  organization  who  person- 
ally knows  and  vouches  for  the  character  and  integrity  of 
the  applicant.

Quorum. 

A quorum  for  a regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  organiza- 
tion shall  consist  of  no  less  than  20  members. 

The  organization  may  not  elect  officers  or  change  the  Con- 
stitution or  By-Laws  unless  a quorum  is  present. 

A quorum  for  an  executive  board  meeting  shall  consist  of 
no  less  than  seven  (7)  members. 

The  board  may  not  make  a binding  decision  unless  a quorum 
of  members  is  polled  and  unless  the  decision  has  a major- 
ity vote. 

Miscellaneous . 

This  organization  is  formed  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  its 
members.  Each  member,  therefore,  shall  exert  a reasonable 
effort  to  further  the  welfare  of  the  group  by  obtaining 
new  members,  attending  meetings  and  faithfully  discharging 
any  duties  assigned  to  him. 

No  member  shall  incur  any  expense  in  the  name  of  the 
organization  without  the  express  permission  of  the  exec- 
utive board,  except  the  president  and  secretary- treasurer , 
who  may  incur  any  necessary  expense  for  postage,  printing, 
supplies  and  incidental  expense  on  behalf  of  the  organiza- 
tion up  to  the  amount  of  fifty  d ollars  ($50.00).' 

The  regular  meeting  of  this  organization  shall  be  held  at 
the  annual  convention  each  year. 

Interim  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  president  at  such 
times  and  places  as  he  deems  appropriate.  The  executive 
board  shall  be  called  into  session  at  least  three  times  a 
year,  one  meeting  of  which  will  be  held  during  the  annual 
convention.  The  membership  shall  be  notified  of  special 
general  membership  meetings  at  least  30  days  in  advance.

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  the  conduct  of  all 
meetings . 

Amendments . 

The  By-Laws  may  be  anlended  by  a majority  vote  at  any  reg- 
ular or  special  meeting  of  the  organization  at  which  a 
quorum  is  present.

LIVE  'ER  UP! 

TAKE  OUT  A NOW  LIFE  MEMBERSHIP . . . 
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PERSONALITY  PROFILE: 

WILLIAM  FUCHS 

William  Fuchs  of  Waukesha,  was 
first  exposed  to  numismatics  way 
hack  in  1927.  This  early  inter- 
est didn't  develop  into  an  active 
hobby,  however,  for  some  forty 
years . 

Bill  often  takes  the  time  to 
tell  of  the  night  he  was  hustled 
for  a shiney  new  quarter  back  in 
the  early  1920's.  The  scene  was 
set  in  a Waukesha  bowling  alley. 
A sharp  looking  city  slicker  had 
entered  the  establishment  and  had 
boasted  to  the  local  fellas  that 
he  could  put  a quarter  in  a pop 
bottle  without  bending  the  coin 
or  breaking  the  bottle!  Now,  you 
must  admit  that  this  little  feat 
seemed  rather  incredible  and  the 
chance  to  pick  up  an  extra  quar- 
ter from  the  chap  seemed  like  a 
sure  thing. 

Dismay  was  in  the  offing,  how- 
ever, as  the  feller  fished  a Cal- 
ifornia gold  quarter  from  his 
pocket  and  slid  it  gently  into 
the  bottle! 

This  little  exhibition  always 
stuck  in  Bill's  mind,  and  it  is 
not  surprising  that  in  1927  he 
sent  to  a chap  down  in  Fort  Worth 
Texas,  B.  Max  Mehl , for  his  lat- 
est "Star  Coin  Catalogue".  Bill 
is  amazed  to  this  very  day  at  the 
way  coin  values  have  increased 
through  the  decades.  At  the  time 
Bill  was  working  as  a cook  at 
Waukesha's  Goffs' s resturant.  He 
commanded  the  then  princely  sum 
of  $15.00  per  week  for  his  twelve 
hour  per  day  seven  day  a week ( 
toil  over  the  hot  stove! 

Bill  made  several  selections 
from  the  catalogue,  which  he  owns 
yet  today.  He  purchased  a three 
dollar  gold  piece  for  a paltry 
$4.00!  Remembering  the  old  frac- 


tional gold  quarter  in  the  bottle 
trick,  he  dove  into  a set  of  Cal- 
ifornia fractionals.  The  gold 
quarter  was  75/^>  the  gold  half 
dollar  was  an  even  dollar  & the 
California  gold  dollar  set  him 
back  $1.75. 

Other  selections  were  a proof 
three  cent  nickel  at  30/  and  an 
uncirculated  three  cent  silver  at 
an  astounding  5<V.  Almost,  but 

not  quite Bill  just  about 

took  the  real  big  dive..... a four 
dollar  gold  Stella  for  $15.00. 
He  just  couldn't  quite  bring  him- 
self to  part  with  an  entire  84 
hour  work  weeks'  toil.  Bill  in- 
vites anyone  wearing  tennis  shoes 
to  give  him  a little  kick! 

Bill's  interest  waned  a bit, 
as  the  responsibilities  of  rais — 
ing  his  family  took  priority  over 
his  hobby  persuance.  It  wasn't 
until  1965»  that  he  again  became 
aroused  in  the  hobby.  At  that 
time,  Bill  had  acquired  an  old 
slot  machine.  Much  to  his  glee, 
the  old  one-armed  bandit  contain- 
ed a rather  large  amount  of  buf- 
falo nickels.  When  a couple  of 
fellows  bugged  him  to  look  over 
the  contents,  Bill  brushed  up  on 
coin  values  and  sorted  the  nickel 
trove  and  found  a number  of  which 
commanded  a substantial  premium. 

You  can  imagine  his  thrill 
when  he  discovered  that  the  Cali- 
fornia gold  dollar  he  had  pur- 
chased from  Mehl  was  in  new  con- 
dition and  * was  the  very  rare 
round  type.  A little  computing 
told  him  that  his  investment  had 
appreciated  6,000  per  cent  over  a 
period  of  38  years!  Not  bad! 

Although  financial  gain  had 
rekindled  his  interest,  it  was 
not  to  be  the  determining  factor 
for  his  intense  interest  over  the 
next  decade.  Bill  joined  the 
Waukesha  Coin  Club  in  1965  anc* 
put  together  a display  for  the 
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Waukesha  Coin  Show  at  the  Avalon 
Hotel  that  year.  By  19^9 » he  was 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  club. 
He  took  it  upon  himself  to  start 
a monthly  newsletter  for  the  mem- 
bers, a post  which  he  has  faith- 
fully held  to  this  day. 

When  the  Waukesha  Club  started 
regular  coin  shows  in  1970»  Bill 
was  right  in  there  serving  as  ex- 
hibit chairman.  He  called  all 
the  members  and  begged  and  twist- 
ed arms  until  almost  all  members 
had  consented  to  enter  a display. 
In  1971  he  was  elected  President 
of  the  club.  It  was  during  his 
term  that  the  Waukesha  Coin  Club 
developed  into  one  of  the  strong- 
est and  most  active  groups  in  the 
state.  He  won't  take  any  credit, 
but  many  people  who  are  in  that 
club  insist  it  was  through  cons- 
tant prodding,  the  Waukesha  Club 
excelled  at  every  turn.  He  im- 
ported speakers,  arranged  for  ed- 
ucational programs,  actively 
sought  the  youth  interst  and 
persuaded  many  members  to  give 
educational  programs  before  the 
club.  As  a result,  the  member- 
ship doubled. 

For  his  unending  interest  and 
valuable  councel,  the  Waukesha 
Coin  Club  accorded  him  an  honor- 
ary Life  Membership  at  their  1975 
Christmas  Banquet.  He  was  the 
first  person  accorded  this  honor 
since  the  re-organization  of  the 
club  in  1953* 

Bill  Fuchs'  interest  has  not, 
however,  been  confined  strictly 
to  the  Waukesha  Coin  Club.  He 
has  been  active  in  NOW,  Milwaukee 
and  Oconomowoc,  as  well.  Bill 
has  also  been  a frequent  exhibi- 
tor around  the  state. 

And  if  that  isn't  enough,  he 
is  affiliated  with  three  Califor- 
nia coin  clubs,  where  he  has 
spent  the  past  several  winters. 
Not  to  be  outdone  by  the  educa- 


tional conscience  California 
groups,  he  has  presented  programs 
at  Pamona,  Upland,  Riverside,  San 
Bernardino,  Redlands,  Fontana  and 
San  Gabriel. 

About  five  years  ago,  Bill  got 
the  urge  to  spread  the  good  word 
of  the  hobby  among  the  younger 
generation.  The  list  of  cities 
where  he  has  spoken  to  school 
groups  is  most  impressive  indeed. 
Among  them  are  several  California 
cities,  Denver,  Colorado,  Baraboo 
Chippewa  Falls,  Merton  and  West 
Bend,  Wisconsin.  He  has  talked 
before  numerous  civic  groups  in 
and  around  the  Milwaukee  area  and 
is  keenly  active  in  the  Milwaukee 
Hobbies  Unlimited  group. 

His  displays  have  appeared  a 
number  of  times  in  the  Waukesha 
Library.  He  has  visited  A.N.A. 
Headquarters  and  has  panned  for 
gold  in  the  Colorado  Rockies.  In 
1971  he  attended  the  A.N.A.  Con- 
vention in  Washington,  D.C. 

Bill's  collecting  interest 
for  the  past  several  years  have 
been  confined  to  exonumia.  His 
first  love  is  Waukesha  exonumia 
followed  closely  by  Columbian 
World's  Fair  items.  His  exonumia 
displays  have  delighted  metro- 
Milwaukee  coin  clubs  and  civic 
groups.  His  intense  research 
efforts  have  added  much  light  to 
South-Eastern  Wisconsin  history. 

Bill  has  had  a couple  articles 
published  in  TAMS  Journal,  and 
hopes  to  have  other  articles  for 
that  publication  in  the  future. 

William  Fuchs  has  developed  a 
love  for  the  hobby  which  is  most 
difficult  to  place  upon  paper. 
His  interest  has  encouraged  al- 
most countless  numbers  of  people 
to  join  the  numismatic  ranks.  He 
has  always  been  there  when  needed 
and  stands  among  us  as  a true  nu- 
mismatic ambassador.
